forestry,

other subjects. The children showing 
an inability to read properly and com- 
prehensively according1 to the tests are 
put into the remedial classes. 


The purpose of the classes is purely 


to help the students over the difficult 
places 
and to make it possible for 


them to do intelligent work when 
they reach the high school English 
' classes. It is the desire of the teach- 
ers to remedy the things which some- 
where in the school training1 of these 
children have interfered with their 
progress in reading-. 


STUDY EACH CASE 


The first thing- the 
teachers 
in 


charge of the work do is to diagnose 
the case of each child. They make a 
survey of the child's life in school, 


i the grades he has received, and the 


teachers' 
estimate 
of him. 
They 


study his health to find out if there 
is any physical reason which makes 
it impossible for him to do accurate 
work and finally obtain a, thorough 
understanding- of his home surround- 
ings and ancestry. 
"\Vith this com- 


plete knowledge of each child it is 
much easier to know where the real 
difficulty lies and to make a more 
comprehensive correction of each in- 
dividual case.

opinion on 1his question is divided, just 
as the supreme court was divided. If the 
major opinion of the country is in favor 
ot" the minimum ivagc law in principle, it 
will ultimately be established, either by 
judicial determination or by an amend- 
ment to 
the 
constitution, as ivas the 


case with the income tax proposal when 
it was originally held unconstitutional by 
a divided court. 


The division in the minimum wage 


case was five to three, the minority con- 
sisting of the rather formidable array o£ 


. Chief Justice Taft and Associate -Justices 


Holmes and Sanford. 
Justice Brandeis 


did not participate, he having been coun- 
sel at one time in an Oregon case which 
involved the same principle of law. but 
had he been sitting it is morally certain 
he would have dissented from the major- 
ity opinion, thus making the decision, in 
reality five to four. 


The decision was rendered on a close 


constitutional question, in which it was 
just as easy to interpret that document 
one way as the other. The decision turned 
on the interpretation of that very indefi- 
nite term, which is an invention of the 
courts themselves, the ''police power." 
The courts apply the police power and 
define 
it 
a.s they deem just and wise. 


Justice Holmes contends that the mini- 
mum wage statute for the District of Co- 
lumbia "in character and operation is 
like hundreds of so-called police laws; 
that have been upheld." and there is no 
question hut what he is right. 


Justice Sutherland, writing the majori- 


ty opinion, holds Iliat the minimum wacre 
law interferes with the freedom of con- 
tract. 
If this principle WTC to hold 


pood, there am innumerable laws on the 
statute books that ought to be overlhrown 
on the samr> argument. For onr part, we 
arc unable to see what is gained umlrr 
1lio inalienable right to freedom of pon- 
tract. if it means that a woman wage 
parncr H to IIP paid less than it <-OM.« her 
to !h f.

tude of mind. 
Those who favor n mini- 


mum wage law. particularly for women 
and those who may not be able 'o a^ert 
their full rights and dues in hat-gamins,' 
for ;i wage. maintai.n that it K necessary 
for the health, and moral wr-11 being of 
the individual. 
Those who oppose it in- 


cline to the economic theory that a wage 
should be determined ^olely by tho law of 
supply and demand. 
The latter -will de- 


ny the right to a living wage, and thr-y 
are more or Ic^s legalistic in their process 
of reasoning. 
Since the constitutionality 


of Ihe minimum wage law ih still open to 
argument, 
notwithstanding the decision 


just rendered, it is altogether likely that, 
in the end 1he decision will be reversed. 
provided the people of the United Stales 
believe it. is right and proper 1o regulate 
wages to this extent in order to ''promote 
the health, morality, comfort and peace 
of the people.''

Many persons who buy oil stock be- 


lieve ihat they nre acquiring interest in 
vast fortune. 
They fancy that the liquid 


which spurts from the ground is sure to 
turn to gold. The stock certificate which 
they receive looks to them like a guaran- 
tee of wealth. 


Yet. 
nvost persons who buy oil shares 


are fully .aware that they are gambling 
with chance. 
They know that they are 


taking some risk and that the odds are 
as likely to be against them as for them. 
There are legitimate promoters, as well as 
legitimate operators. Legitimate promot- 
ers tell the truth to prospective stock 
buyers by explaining what the real chanc- 
es are. They let their customers know 
of the element of risk. 


On the other hand, there are wildcat 


promoters, who misrepresent their prop- 
erties and their companies and make 
money by deliberately deceiving the pub- 
lie. 
These are the unscrupulous Tirokcrs 


who should be punished. Unless the gov- 
ernment, goes after them nobody will.

It. appears that the Capital Times, 


which up to a very recent date has been 
the organ of the state administration, is 
in exceeding bad favor with Governor 
Blaine- 
The Capital Times has had the 


audacity to disagree with, the governor oa 
the subject of prohibition. For this apos- 
tasy the governor has repudiated the Ca- 
pital Times through a letter he has writ- 
ten to the editor of the Dodgevillc Sun- 
Republic. In this communication he said: 
"As soon as the people begin to appre- 
ciate that this attack (a criticism by the 
Capital Times o£ the governor's position 
on prohibition"* has been almost 100 per 
cent false in its statement of facts, it will 
lose the confidence .of the people and can- 
not longer be regarded as the mouth- 
piece of the progressive movement."

me. although I am perhaps biased, that the more 
the health authorities of the community waver and 
wabble on the question of the causations of alleged 
'colds." the more generous are the unenlightened 
people of the community in spraying' their friends 
ind neighbors. 


Unfortunately the health officers of some muni- 


cipalities still teach that at least some so called 
'colds" may not be infectous or communicable, 
>ut merely effects of exposure to bad weather, drafts 
or something of the kind. It is human nature to 
seize on this suggestion 
or admission and use it 


S one's warrant or excuse for going about with an 


alleged "cold" infecting one's friends and associates 
with nobobdy can foretell what disease. 


A child attending school develops an 
alleged 


'cold." The child suffers some discomfort, but 
does not seem sick enough to go to bed. Is the 
parent justified in sending- the child, to school? Is 
he teacher justified in admitting the child to school? 
Xo. That would be disregard of the rights of other 
children in the schoolroom, for neither parent nor 
eacher nor even a doctor can foretell what the 
lines?, is to be. and there is always a chance that 
he child may spread some serious disease among 
others in the room. Even though the illness proves 
.o be a mild coryza. it is still unjustifiable to spread 
he disease among others, for the complications or 
*»quel of simple coryza. are often of a serious na- 
ture, demanding operations costing heavily in an- 
guish and unhappiness and time and money. 


There is such a thini^ as the golden rule in per- 


sonal hygiene. After all, if we are to make any pro- 
gress in the prevention of the most prevalent and 
costly of all communicable diseases it will have to 
>e through individual conscientious care. Public 
lealth regulations can be of little avail and public 
lealth officers can do little else than educate the 
public. 


It is up to 3'ou and me and the fellow next door. 


:t has to be unanimous too. for if you and I volun- 
:arily isolate ourselves when we have what you 
uc not I might be tempted to dub a "slight cold" 


while the fellow next door keeps mum about his 
and goep right along tc work, exposing every one 
who happens to get within five feet of him in' -the 
lext day or two—what would be the use? 
That 


fellow, with his "slight cold," might be the death 
fo your little boy who buys candy from the man 
or of my mother in law who consults him about the 
fuel situation, just as though he distributed "bombs 
nstead of microbes. For remember, nearly all of 
the respiratory 
infections masquerade as "slight 


colds" at the "beginning; they cause nine tenths of 
all our illness and more fatalities than any other 
kind of disease.
